OSWESTRY Literary Festival generates an estimated quarter of a 
million pounds for the area’s economy, organisers have revealed. 

The huge economic boost to the town was revealed as Oswestry once again 
gets set for another star-studded event. 

This year’s Oswestry Litfest starts tomorrow (Friday) when Judy Finnigan appears 
with her fellow writer and broadcaster husband Richard Madeley at the Wynnstay Hotel 
in Oswestry to talk about her new novel I Do Not Sleep. 

A host of other top authors, writers and performers will appear at venues across 
Oswestry town centre and its fringes until LitFest ends on March 27. Organisers said 
they were thrilled with the growth of the festival over the last six years. 

They said since its inception, the contribution the festival brings to the local economy 
during LitFest fortnight is estimated to be in the region of a quarter of a million pounds, 
as people spend money in LitFest venues and the town’s restaurants, cafes and shops. 

Oswestry LitFest director Carrie Mor¬ 
ris of the award-winning Booka Bookshop 
said: “We are staging LitFest events at 10 
venues across town including the Wynn¬ 
stay Hotel, Lion Quays Hotel, The Dining 
Rooms, Willow Gallery, Qube Gallery, Ki- 
nokulture Cinema, Oswestry Library and 
here at Booka Bookshop. 

“Children’s events are taking place at 
The Marches School, Oswestry School and 
some of our visiting authors are staying at 
Sebastian’s Restaurant with Rooms. 

“Quite apart from the facility and ac¬ 
commodation fees many of these venues 
will earn, we know our ticket holders tend 
to maximise their LitFest experience by 
adding drinking and dining alongside at¬ 
tending events. We estimate around 3,000 
glasses of wine will be downed, over 100 
meals will be ordered and countless coffees, 
tea and cake consumed in host venues and 
Oswestry’s popular cafes and restaurants.” 

This year’s LitFest is sponsored by sev¬ 
eral leading Shropshire organisations 
including Lanyon Bowdler Solicitors, 
Marches Care, Morris Cook Chartered 
Accountants, Network Support Solutions, 
Oswestry School and The Shropshire Star 
and the Oswestry and Border Chronicle. 

Andrew Clarke, senior partner at Morris 
Cook Chartered Accountants, said: “High 
profile events like Oswestry LitFest un¬ 
questionably help the local economy by 
bringing footfall and associated visitor 
spend into the town.” 

Other big names coming to Oswestry in¬ 
clude author Frank Cottrell Boyce, political 
strategist Alastair Campbell, crime novelist 
Sophie Hannah and Oswestry’s very own 
satirical screenwriter Jesse Armstrong.

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Council agrees 
living wage 
pay for staff 

STAFF in the lowest paid positions 
at Powys County Council will re¬ 
ceive the living wage level from next 
month. 

Powys becomes the first non-La¬ 
bour controlled authority in Wales 
to adopt the principles of the Living 
Wage, which is based on the amount 
an individual needs to earn to cover 
the basic cost of living. 

Shropshire Council has not 
adopted the Living Wage, despite a 
petition of 1,800 names collected by 
trade union Unison last year. 

At the full Powys County Council 
meeting on Friday members con¬ 
firmed that from April more than 
1,100 of the lowest paid posts will 
see their hourly rate rise to £7.85 per 
hour. Councillor Phil Pritchard, cabi¬ 
net member for human resources and 
Welshpool councillor, said: “Some of 
the jobs carried out by our lowest 
paid staff are greatly valued by our 
residents. It is only fair that these 
staff are paid a decent wage and by 
supporting the principles of the liv¬ 
ing wage, we are able to achieve this. 

”As well as helping to address the 
issue of low pay it also assists the 
council in tackling potential pov¬ 
erty.” 


Rivals lodge 
objections 
to store bid 


OSWESTRY’S store wars have tak¬ 
en a fresh twist after both Morrisons 
and Aldi wrote to Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil to object to plans by discount 
store Lidl to open a new shop at the 
JT Hughes garage site in Victoria 
Road. 

Morrisons also previously objected 
to Aldi’s proposals for a new store 
a few hundred yards away on the 
Shrewsbury Road. 

In a letter to the council Morri¬ 
sons says it operates a medium sized 
store in Oswestry town centre that 
generates custom for other shops 
and services. 

It also has plans to open a new 
store in the Smithfield livestock site 
on Shrewsbury Road. 

Chris Creighton, for Morrisons, 
said: “The Smithfield site will be 
well connected to the town centre, 
with free car parking and a regular 
free bus service, in contrast to the 
JT Hughes site which will have no 
such links.” 

Meanwhile those representing 
Aldi have claimed that the proposed 
Lidl development is set on a ‘prob¬ 
lematic’ junction. A letter from Aldi 
says there should be a further traffic 
survey before any decision is made.

Trial proving a hit 


OSWESTRY’S new outdoor Friday 
market has proved an immediate 
hit according to delighted traders. 

The market has previously only 
opened on Wednesdays and Satur¬ 
days, but after demand from trad¬ 
ers Oswestry Town Council agreed 
a trial period for the Friday market. 

Calls for the extra day were led 
by Mike Breeze, who runs Rainbow 
Records, after talking with shop¬ 
pers and other stallholders. 

He said: “Wednesdays and Satur¬ 
days are very busy and in the sum¬ 
mer we get a lot of tourists coming 
in from Llangollen and Wrexham 
and Welshpool, and they’re differ¬ 
ent customers, so the more that 
come the better.” 


The market will be open 8am to 
3pm every Friday for a trial period 
until September. The first Friday 
market was held on the Bailey Head 
last week. 

The first session was a deemed a 
success, with nine traders setting 
up stalls, including some who were 
new to the market. 

Sarah and Adrian Nash from 
Pant Glas, who run Smithy Garden 
Gifts and Herbs, brought their stall 
to the market for the first time. 

Mrs Nash said: “We’re very 
pleased the Friday market is hap¬ 
pening. 

“We’re new to it too, it’s a new 
venture for us, but hopefully the 
Friday market will take off.”

Decision on wind 
farms to come 
after the election 

A DECISION on whether wind farms will 
be built in Mid Wales will not be made 
until after the General Election. 

The Department of Energy and Cli¬ 
mate Change’s announcement could 
delay work on the building of a pylons 
line that would carry power from the tur¬ 
bines from Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caer- 
einion to Lower Frankton near Oswestry. 

Campaigners welcomed the decision to 
postpone until the beginning of the next 
Parliament any decision on the Mid Wales 
(Powys) Conjoined Wind Farm Inquiry. 

The inquiry sat in Welshpool last year 
to consider whether permission should 
be granted for wind farms at Llanbadarn 
Fynydd, Llaithddu, Llandinam, Llanbry- 
nmair, and Carnedd Wen. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
said: “The decision will have huge impli¬ 
cations for our wondrous landscape, and 
it would have been outrageous to rush a 
decision through before the General Elec¬ 
tion. 

“It gives more time for a new Govern¬ 
ment to reflect on what should happen in 
the future.” 

Businessman Clive Knowles said wor¬ 
ries the pylons would be installed across 
his new sculpture park at Aston near 
Oswestry were taking a toll on his health. 

Mr Knowles met North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson yesterday (Wednesday) at 
the visitor attraction to discuss his con¬ 
cerns. 

ACCIDENT 

Shop boss tells 
of crash ‘miracle’ 

AN Oswestry shop owner says it was an 
“absolute miracle” nobody was killed 
when a car crashed into his property, 
sparking fears of a gas explosion. 

The car crash left a gaping hole in the 
side of Textile Express in Church Street 
on Thursday morning last week. 

Shop owner Stephen Jones said: “At the 
beginning of the school day and at the end 
of the school day that pavement is packed 
with kids. There are about 300 children 
who pass here every morning. It is an ab¬ 
solute miracle no one was killed. It could 
have been so much worse.”

Police raise concerns over 
shop's alcohol sale plan 


Sleep-out highlights homelessness issue

GRANTING a takeaway food out¬ 
let in Oswestry permission to sell 
alcohol to its customers could 
encourage underage drinking, 
police have warned. 

Xou Ling You has applied to Shrop¬ 
shire Council for a premises licence 
for a Chinese Takeaway, the Kwang 
Tung, in Beatrice Street in Oswestry. 

However, the application is being chal¬ 
lenged by both West Mercia Police and 
trading standards, who say that it could 
encourage underage drinking. 

Mr Ling You wants to be able to sell alco¬ 
hol from 4pm until midnight from Wednes¬ 
days until Mondays. Police chiefs said they 
would be objecting to the proposal when 
Shropshire Council’s licensing sub commit¬ 
tee meets on Monday. 

In a letter to the committee a spokesman 
for the force said: “This is a town centre 
location operating within a night time econ¬ 
omy area and hours. 

“Due to the risk of additional crime and 
disorder the Chief Officer of Police objects 
in relation to the alcohol sales. 

“Alcohol off sales from a late night re¬ 
freshment premises, in this case, a Chinese 
takeaway, does not meet the two areas 
which he has considered - prevention of 
crime and disorder and protection of chil¬ 
dren from harm.” 

In the application, Mr Ling You has said 
that security guards will be employed. 

However, the letter from West Mercia 
Police said: “There is no reference to cus¬ 
tomers who may enter the premises clearly 
already drunk and how they will be refused 
or the situation managed. 

“The applicant has not considered staff 
training and how any record will be kept 
and monitored. 

“The applicant has not considered 
coloured digital CCTV being installed at 
the premises, which is required by the 
Chief Officer of Police.” 

The objection letter also said that the 
applicant had not considered how children 
would be prevented from harm, for instance 
whether it would employ a ‘Challenge 25 
Policy’, so that anyone who looks under 25 
would be asked for identification. 

A spokesman for Shropshire Council’s 
trading standards department said: “The 
application fails to include any of the steps 
that we encourage trader to implement to 
prevent underage sales.” 


A CARDBOARD village was created near 
Oswestry to raise awareness about home¬ 
lessness. 

The Oswestry Open House Sleep Out 
charity event took place at the Park Hall 
Showground to raise funds for regular 
lunch clubs and a cafe for people needing 
companionship in and around the town. 

The event began with a hot meal and an 
auction at the new Spring Lamb venue at 
the Livestock Market in Shrewsbury Road, 
before teams moved to the showground 
with their sleeping bags and materials to 
build their homes for the night. 

Getting the hardy souls ready for the 
night ahead were personal trainers from 


the Coach House at the Wynnstay Hotel, 
who volunteered to lead a warm-up on the 
showground. 

One of the organisers, Gemma Cassin, 
said: “It was very cold and windy but the 
brave sleepers made it through the night in 
their cardboard houses and it was great fun. 

“Everyone met new people and went 
home with a new appreciation for their 
homes.” One of those who took part was 
Oswestry Town Councillor Duncan Kerr 
who praised the organisers. 

“It is good to see people highlighting the 
problem of homelessness,” he said. 

“Even with our sleeping bags, all the 
cardboard that we had collected and with a 


dry night, it was quite a cold night and I am 
sure for some people a little scary. 

“It makes you realise just how scary it 
would be if you really were in Oswestry in 
just the clothes you were standing in, and 
were having to find somewhere to sleep for 
the night.” 

“This was the community coming to¬ 
gether to say ‘we want to do something to 
help you in your plight and we can make a 
difference’ on an issue that is all too often 
overlooked.” The sleep-out was the first 
event since the Oswestry Open House group 
began by holding a Christmas Lunch at The 
Centre in Oak Street with volunteers giving 
up their time to serve a traditional meal.

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Gas inquiry 
will be held 
before public 

CONTROVERSIAL gas drilling plans 
will now be decided on by a Govern¬ 
ment inspector after a hearing in 
public. 

It had been thought the appeal 
would be held behind closed doors 
but the Government’s Planning In¬ 
spectorate has said the application to 
drill a single coal-bed methane explor¬ 
atory borehole in Dudleston, between 
St Martins and Ellesmere, will be 
changed from written representations 
to be examined by a three-day public 
inquiry. 

The date and venue has not been 
set yet but the Planning Inspectorate 
said they will shortly issue letters to 
main parties. 

Last month members of Shropshire 
Council’s north planning committee 
confirmed they would have turned 
down a bid to drill the borehole. 

But the decision had already been 
taken out of the hands of councillors 
after applicants Dart Energy appealed 
to the Government’s Planning Inspec¬ 
torate to make a decision on the plans 
following a delay of several months. 

Chris Hesketh, member of cam¬ 
paign group Frack Free Dudleston 
which is opposed to the scheme, said: 
“The reason for the upgrade is that 
they acknowledge the high level of 
public interest with huge numbers of 
individually written well researched 
planning objections, plus extensive 
press coverage.” 

A-level students 
flock to college 

A COLLEGE has been swamped with 
applications to study A-levels during 
the next academic year. 

Applications at Oswestry’s Walford 
and North Shropshire College are 
“through the roof” according to Sara 
Shelston, head of A-levels. 

She said: “We are moving towards 
record numbers of learners applying 
to study with us from September 
2015. We are also developing a new 
elite programme where high flyers 
who demonstrate exceptional aca¬ 
demic performance in their GCSEs 
will be supported in their studies to 
equip them to target Russell group 
universities. 

“Our student survey results in¬ 
dicate that 100 per cent of learners 
report that their time at the college 
helps develop their skills and that 
their teachers are supportive, along¬ 
side 95 per cent who would be willing 
to recommend their course to others.” 


Attacker was photographed, court told 


A TEENAGER who groped a woman 
in Welshpool while drunk was photo¬ 
graphed by her friend - who gave his 
picture to the police. 

Magistrates heard that David Lloyd 
Morgan, 18, had been sitting on a 
bench in Welshpool on the morning of 
January 22 when the women walked 
past. 

Helen Tench, prosecuting, said Mor¬ 
gan began to follow them. 


“He said they were gorgeous be¬ 
fore touching the bottom of one of the 
women,” she said. 

“The friend took a picture of him 
and handed it to police. 

“The victim said she was very dis¬ 
turbed and was shocked it could hap¬ 
pen in broad daylight. 

“The other woman said she felt 
her friend had been violated and was 
shocked.” 


Mrs Tench said after he was ar¬ 
rested Morgan said he had been drunk 
and wouldn’t normally have acted that 
way. 

She said he told police he couldn’t 
remember the incident. 

Morgan, of Heather Close, Welsh¬ 
pool, had admitted one charge of 
sexual assault on a female at an ear¬ 
lier hearing. He was sentenced to a 
community order for nine months in¬ 


cluding a supervision requirement, a 
curfew for six weeks from 9pm to 7am 
and an alcohol activity for 10 sessions. 

He was told to pay £50 compensa¬ 
tion and a £60 surcharge. There was 
no order for costs. 

Huw Williams, for Morgan, offered 
no mitigation but asked magistrates 
to sentence in line with reports which 
had been prepared by the Probation 
Service.

Crash sparks fears over 
gas explosion in town

HOMES and businesses were 
evacuated and schoolchildren 
led to safety after a car crashed 
into an Oswestry shop, leading 
to fears of an explosion. 

The car left a gaping hole in the side 
of Textile Express - and led to a strong 
smell of gas in Oswestry town centre. 

Police closed off Church Street and di¬ 
verted traffic away from the area after the 
smash on Thursday last week. 

Sergeant Scott Barnes of Oswestry Police 
said: “The car struck railings. It’s caused a 
gas leak and we closed off the whole street 
as a precaution so that repairs can take 
place.” 

The woman driver escaped from the acci¬ 
dent without any serious injuries, but was 
treated at the scene by paramedics. 

The exclusion zone stretched 200 metres, 
although some people were allowed back 
once the gas leak had been capped and sur¬ 
rounding roads were reopened at 10.40am, 
more than two hours after the accident. 

Joseph Edwards, from Lower Brook 
Street, had just walked his dog past the 
scene when he heard a smash. 

He said: “If anyone had been walking 
there at the time they would have been 
killed. The car has gone straight into the 
building and it looks like it’s a write-off. 
The front end and the side are all pushed 
in, and half of it’s up on the railings.” 

Bellan House, the primary school site 
of Oswestry School, was evacuated follow¬ 
ing concerns about the build up of gas. A 
spokeswoman for Oswestry School said: 
“Bellan House was evacuated due to the 
gas leak at Textile Express. All Bellan pu¬ 
pils were safely escorted to the Peter Hum¬ 
phries Centre on the senior school site.”

“Every year a number of BT call centres 
act as pledge centres, but it’s unusual for a 
network centre like ours to be involved in 
this way. Preparations are already under¬ 
way to ensure everything runs as smoothly 
as possible. It’s extremely hard work but 
very rewarding for everyone involved.”

tential for facilities to be provided through 
private businesses. 

A good number of positive responses 
have already been received from local or¬ 
ganisations, council bosses say. 

In addition to the 15 toilets that have 
previously been transferred to local com¬ 
munities, the council is currently in the 
process of finalising agreements for the 
transfer of a further 10 toilets and are in 
discussions with local organisations regard¬ 
ing many more, with a view to completing 
agreements by the end of March deadline. 

At a cabinet meeting last week, council¬ 
lors agreed to bring the process to a con¬ 
clusion. 

They also confirmed the payment of a 
grant for at least three years and possi¬ 
bly five years, and to provide an extended 
period of support for advice on statutory 
testing. 

They say by moving towards this commu¬ 
nity delivery model, the transfer of these 
facilities has the potential to create local 
employment and provide a more cost-effec¬ 
tive service. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for public toilets, 
said: “I would like to thank the town and 
community councils and other relevant 
community groups for the way they have 
entered into discussions in positive man¬ 
ner, in order to secure the future provision 
of public toilets in their areas. 

“Although we still have quite a bit of 
work to do to complete in order to have 
all the agreements in place by the end of 
March deadline, I remain confident that 
the result of this initiative will result in the 
vast majority of toilets remaining open, by 
being run by local organisations at a very 
much reduced cost to the public purse.” 

Meanwhile bosses at the council will 
have to find £4 million savings in the next 
month. 

At the end of January, Powys County 
Council has said it had achieved 77 per cent 
of its savings target, leaving almost £4 mil¬ 
lion to find before April.

mp raises A483 bypass 
fight in House of Commons

A BYPASS must be built on the A483 between Oswestry and Welsh¬ 
pool to boost the region’s economy and bring in more tourists, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MP Glyn Davies has said. 

Mr Davies said the building of a Llanymynech bypass would bring in more visitors and 
allow businesses to transport their goods quicker and easier. 

The MP said a bypass - which has been the subject of a campaign by residents for more 
than 20 years - is vital for the Oswestry and Welshpool areas. 

He has raised the issue in the House of Commons and was told by Transport Minister 
Patrick McLoughlin that he will examine the project’s place on a list of priorities. 

Mr Davies asked Mr McLoughlin: In my 
constituency and that of my right honour¬ 
able friend the member for North Shrop¬ 
shire Owen Paterson MP, there has been a 
decades-long campaign for a new bypass at 
Llanymynech, which lies between the two 
constituencies. 

“Will the minister join the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment in developing a scheme for that 
purpose?” 

Mr McLoughlin replied: “I am grateful to 
my honourable friend for raising this issue. 
Such a scheme has been identified in the 
draft national transport plan for Wales as 
contributing to access to services. 

“We will discuss the matter further with 
Welsh Government officials to assess their 
priorities, but no one could have cam¬ 
paigned harder for it to be examined than 
my honourable friend.” 

Following the debate, Mr Davies said: 
“Mid Wales depends on good road and rail 
links to England. We need tourists to be 
able to travel in to spend, and goods to be 
transferred out to the markets. There is a 
real need for a new road bypassing Llany¬ 
mynech and Pant on the A483. 

“For decades there has been a long cam¬ 
paign locally for a new Llanymynech by¬ 
pass. It should have been built many years 
ago. I have promised the campaign group, 
and the people of Llanymynech, that I will 
support their campaign however I can. 

“I was greatly encouraged by the re¬ 
sponse of the Secretary of State for Trans¬ 
port in the House of Commons. A new 
Llanymynech bypass can only go ahead if 
the UK and Welsh Governments work to¬ 
gether on this crucial cross-border scheme. 
I greatly welcome the commitment to this 
vital co-operation.” 

Mr Paterson also gained assurances that 
the minister and Edwina Hart, his counter¬ 
part in the Welsh Assembly, will ask a cross 
border road forum to look at the issue. 

He said: “The cross border road forum 
is a new and imaginative initiative to help 
unlock the current impasse on local road 
schemes which cross into Wales.” 


Law catches 
up with road 
rage man 

A MAN was arrested when he returned 
to Britain after living in France for three 
years -because of a road rage incident dat¬ 
ing back to 2012. 

Dylan Simon Barry, 22, didn’t realise 
the seriousness of the charges he was fac¬ 
ing when he left the country, magistrates 
were told. 

Barry, who is now living in Arddleen, 
near Llanymynech, faced charges of using 
threatening, abusive or insulting words, 
using a car in a condition likely to cause 
danger or injury, failing to answer police 
bail, and failing to comply with a commu¬ 
nity order. 

Three of the charges stemmed from one 
incident on the A495 between Welshpool 
and Guilsfield on September 14, 2012, 
when Barry got into a confrontation with 
another motorist, Welshpool magistrates 
were told on Tuesday. 

Barry was arrested at Manchester Air¬ 
port on his return from France, where he 
had been living since the end of 2012. He 
had been staying with a family in France 
and said he had no idea that he was fac¬ 
ing any charges, his solicitor Ceri Edwards 
said.He admitted all the charges at an ear¬ 
lier hearing. Magistrates sentenced him to 
complete 200 hours on a community order 
within 12 month, pay a surcharge of £60 
and costs of £85, and they added three 
points to his driving licence. They revoked 
the previous community order Barry had 
failed to comply with.

Campbell's focus stays 
on the art of winning 


Alastair Campbell is com¬ 
ing to Oswestry Literary 
Festival next week. THOM 
KENNEDY has a chat 

SHROPSHIRE is not a place 
that looms large in the memory 
of former Labour spin doctor 
Alastair Campbell. 

The former Labour communica¬ 
tions chief, notorious for his role at 
the right hand of Tony Blair for six 
years of his time in power, is com¬ 
ing to Oswestry Literary Festival to 
discuss his new book, Winners And 
How They Succeed. 

But what does he remember of his past 
visits? 

You can almost hear him scratching 
his head at the other end of a crackling 
phone line. 

Struggling 

“I’ve been to the football ground when 
we were struggling in the lower league,” 
he says, recalling time spent on the ter¬ 
races of Shrewsbury’s old Gay Meadow, 
watching his beloved Burnley take on 
Shrewsbury Town. “It was beautiful.” 

He’s also familiar with some of our 
MPs. He speaks in glowing terms about 
former Telford MP and friend in the La¬ 
bour Party Bruce Grocott and also calls 
his successor David Wright “a very good 
guy”. 

He’s less glowing about the other side 
of the fence, though, particularly when 
the MP on to whose patch he will be en¬ 
croaching comes up. 

“I knew Owen Paterson a little bit 
when he was shadow Northern Ireland 
secretary,” he says. 

“He strikes me as being, how can I put 
this politely, very right wing and not nec¬ 
essarily therefore my cup of tea.” 
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Campbell and Blair shared many high and low points 


What about during the foot and 
mouth crisis, did he come here then? 

“We were visiting all the rural areas,” 
he says of a time which is described in 
Winners as one of five genuine crises 
he faced in Downing Street (alongside 
Iraq, 9/11, Kosovo and fuel protests). 

“We met a representative of the NFU 
and just got a sense that we had under¬ 
estimated how bad it was. That was 
when Tony said we have to throw abso¬ 
lutely everything at this. It was a pretty 
horrific period, to be honest.” 

Still, he’s now confident that in rural 
areas like Shropshire, Labour can make 
up ground on the Conservative Party, 
despite the accepted wisdom that the 
Tories thrive in farming communities. 

“My dad was a vet and my mother 
was a farmer’s daughter,” he says. 
“We always used to get told we don’t 
understand the countryside. I was from 


a pretty agricultural background and a 
lot of my relatives are farmers. 

“A lot of people from different parts 
of the country feel this government is 
focused on the south east and the city 
of London. 

“There’s a lot of Tory shire MPs but 
it doesn’t necessarily mean they un¬ 
derstand all the pressures there are on 
people working in the rural economy.” 

He continues: “To win a majority, the 
truth is Labour has got to be winning 
seats that have maybe been seen as tra¬ 
ditionally Conservative, as we’ve done 
in the past. 

“Some seats are more winnable than 
others. It’s not necessarily natural La¬ 
bour territory but it doesn’t mean there 
aren’t seats that Labour can win. 

“I don’t sense a yearning for the gov¬ 
ernment to return, whereas in 2001 I 
really felt people wanted us back. 


“There’s a lot of negativity about pol¬ 
itics generally, which I find quite upset¬ 
ting and quite alarming.” 

Given Ed Miliband isn’t mentioned 
once in Campbell’s book about how to 
win, can the Labour leader be a winner? 

“He won the leadership election and 
people said he wouldn’t,” Campbell 
counters. “He’s held the Labour Party 
together well and stands for good 
things. 

“You look at the politicians in it, Win¬ 
ston Churchill, Nelson Mandela, Angela 
Merkel who has been Chancellor for a 
decade, Tony Blair who won three gen¬ 
eral elections, Thatcher who won three 
general elections. I think he’s not in that 
league yet, but it doesn’t mean he can’t 
get there. 

Book 

“It’s not a book about politics, it’s 
about winners. Politics is probably sec¬ 
ond after sport in terms of what’s in 
there, so that’s not a fair point, really.” 

If those are some of the people who are 
mentioned in the book, the interviewees 
make a similarly imposing cast list. 

Jose Mourinho, the notoriously in¬ 
accessible Vogue editor Anna Wintour, 
boxing champion Floyd Mayweather Jr 
and chess champion and Russian politi¬ 
cal giant Garry Kasparov all front-up to 
Campbell in his 400-page work. 

“As a country we should have more of 
a winning mindset,” he says. “It’s a good 
thing and I’ve learned a lot from talking 
to these people - whether Mourinho on 
strategy or Anna Wintour on leadership, 
they give you different perspectives and 
it’s worth having. 

“I was at the BBC with a guy who’s 
quite a well-known football agent. It 
turns out he’s been out and bought eight 
books and asked me to sign them for 
some of the managers he looks after.”

I was fortunate enough to be 
invited to visit Derwen College in 
Oswestry last week. 

The college is a huge asset 
to Oswestry and promotes the 
vocational, educational, social 
and personal development of a 
wide range of young people with 
learning difficulties and disabili¬ 
ties. They offer residential and 
day placements, a post-college 
living and work programme, 
apprenticeships and supported 
internships. I was pleased to be 
invited to visit in 2013, as Secre¬ 
tary of State for Defra, to open 
the Bradbury Food Production 
Centre which provides work 
experience for students using 
college-grown produce to make 
and sell jams and chutneys. 

I was updated on the excel¬ 
lent work that the college is do¬ 
ing to prepare students for the 
workplace and saw how they 
are building up some excellent 
onsite businesses selling quality 
products to the public. I spoke 
to the staff about promoting the 
college locally and I hope that 
people from Oswestry and be¬ 
yond will take time to support 
the college’s work by visiting the 
excellent restaurant and making 
a purchase in the farm shop or 
garden centre. 

I was encouraged to learn that 
the work experience team has 
well-established contacts with a 
wide range of work experience 
providers in Oswestry and the 
surrounding area providing the 
opportunity for supported place¬ 
ments, such as the grounds 
maintenance project at ABP. 

I learned that by working with 
local community partners, stu¬ 
dents have undertaken place¬ 
ments with national chains such 
as Premier Inn, Co-operative 
Food and Tesco, as well as in 
local libraries, catering firms and 
shops. The chief reason for my 
visit was to speak to the Student 
Council, an elected body who 
meet every Friday to discuss 
issues affecting students. I was 
asked to talk about the forth¬ 
coming election beginning with 
a short talk about my work as 
an MP and how I got involved 
with politics.

I AM BANKRUPT - CAN I STILL CLAIM PERSONAL INJURY COMPENSATION? 


Q: I came off my bike last year, when the front wheel went down a pothole in the road. I suffered a broken arm which prevented me from 
working for several weeks in the small bike repair business I own. That was bad enough, but I also suffered a head injury which affected my 
memory and caused me to have panic attacks. I got depressed and couldn’t cope and eventually I had to close the business down. 

I had borrowed money to set up the business. When I couldn’t work I got into more debt and then I was made personally bankrupt. I have now 
put in a claim against the local authority for compensation, but now I am worried about how the bankruptcy might affect my claim. Can you 
advise me? 


A: The situation is certainly not straightforward and a lot will depend on what exactly you are claiming for. In simple terms any 
compensation awarded in respect of injury damages for pain and suffering would remain yours. Any compensation awarded for a lost 
earnings claim or loss of profits claim during the period that you were bankrupt will fall into your bankruptcy estate and belong to your Trustee 
in Bankruptcy. If you put in a successful claim for future losses and for care to look after yourself in the future, the money awarded will belong 
to you. 


It is important that you liaise with your Trustee in Bankruptcy and they will need to be involved if any Court proceedings are issued. But the 
key factor is to make sure that you instruct a solicitor to assist you with your claim and not just rely on an insurance company “helping you 
out” by making you an offer for early settlement.

Don't forget 
to invest in 
our walking 
infrastructure 

WITH Shropshire Council cutting its budg¬ 
ets still further, may I make the case for 
continuing to invest in the walking infra¬ 
structure in the county. 

I understand that difficult decisions have 
to be made but the amount now spent by 
the council on the walking infrastructure 
is a tiny percentage of its budget and yet 
brings huge benefits to the health and econ¬ 
omy of the county. 

Nationally the 9.1 million adults who 
walk recreationally is nearly double the 
number who swim or go to the gym and 
more than three times the number who 
cycle. 

We face an obesity epidemic and nation¬ 
ally the Government is attempting to get 
people to exercise more. Walking is the eas¬ 
iest and lowest cost physical activity that 
can be undertaken. 

Shropshire’s own studies show that 
walking tourism together with local walk¬ 
ers is worth between £65 million and £90 
million to the local economy, equivalent to 
at least 1,000 jobs. 

Without county-wide, easy-to-use walk¬ 
ing infrastructure, people will not use our 
footpaths, the walking tourism income will 
slowly disappear putting those jobs at risk. 
Over the 10 years to 2012, Shropshire has 
invested steadily in the footpath infrastruc¬ 
ture working, on a parish by parish basis 
and bringing in an updated Shropshire 
Way, bringing public rights of way up to 
standard with the aid of significant grants. 

Now, using the nationally agreed meas¬ 
ure, Shropshire’s path standards have de¬ 
clined from 86 per cent in 2012 to 65 per 
cent in 2014 and it is beginning to show as 
stiles wear out, signs degrade and bridges 
get swept away. They all have to be con¬ 
stantly repaired and renewed. 

In conclusion I ask councillors to consider 
carefully the likely impact of any rights of 
way budget reductions on the economy and 
health of Shropshire.

Meals service 
to be changed 

MEALS on Wheels services currently 
provided by Powys County Council 
will soon be delivered by organisa¬ 
tions and volunteers. 

The council’s own in-house service 
will cease delivery on March 27 with 
the new arrangements from commu¬ 
nity groups commencing the week be¬ 
ginning March 30. 

Councillor Darren Mayor, cabinet 
member for adult social care said: “We 
have engaged and consulted with ser¬ 
vice users and organisations over the 
running of the service to ensure the 
new delivery of meals meets the needs 
of our citizens. 

“In order to prepare for this change, 
each service user has been contacted 
by a member of staff from social ser¬ 
vices to discuss individual needs and 
meal requirements and how these will 
be met in future.Some service users 
have chosen to cease the meals provi¬ 
sion with many transferring to alter¬ 
native providers or direct payments. 
Where they are unable to prepare a 
meal, they will have a lunchtime call 
to ensure a meal is prepared.”

Building of hospital's 
theatres set to start

WORK is due to start on a new 
£14 million theatre centre at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

The development will be located 
alongside the main entrance at the 
hospital, and will include four new 
clean air theatres, a high dependency 
unit and an admission on day of sur¬ 
gery unit. 

A new dedicated bone cancer centre with 
inpatient and clinic facilities and a flexible 
multi-use ward will be built on the first 
floor. 

Bosses approved the scheme at a recent 
meeting and gave the go-ahead to com¬ 
mence the building works. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, chief execu¬ 
tive of the hospital, said: “The board has 
approved the start of this fantastic devel¬ 
opment for the hospital. 

“We look forward to seeing the building 
works commence in the next few weeks for 
what will be a tremendous development for 
patients, providing state of the art admis¬ 
sion, ward and theatre facilities. 

“This investment supports the hospital’s 
position as the leading centre for orthopae¬ 
dic excellence in the UK.” 

Enabling works are due to begin on site 
within the next few weeks, and contractors 
Kier will start construction work in the 
spring. 

The new complex has been planned in 
consultation with staff and patients, and 
the trust has been working with Kier for 
the past nine months to develop the de¬ 
tailed design. 

The new build is scheduled for comple¬ 
tion in late August 2016, bosses at the hos¬ 
pital said.

Man admits 
carrying out 
burglariesat 
two homes 

A SERVING prisoner who burgled 
two homes in the Oswestry area, 
taking thousands of pounds worth of 
jewellery and electrical items, will not 
serve any extra time in jail, a court 
has heard. 

Connor Davies committed the two 
burglaries while on licence after being 
released early from a seven-year stint 
for robbery, Shrewsbury Crown Court 
heard. Davies, from Wrexham, admit¬ 
ted breaking into the homes in School 
Lane, St Martins, and Weston Ave¬ 
nue, Oswestry, on the same day on 
September 18. 

Robert Edwards, prosecuting, said 
in the first raid Davies escaped with 
a crate of lager and more than £5,000 
worth of jewellery. 

In the second, the 23-year-old took 
electrical items as well as more jew¬ 
ellery, the court heard. The owners 
of both homes were out at the time 
of the burglaries which took place in 
broad daylight, Mr Edwards said. 

The prosecutor told the court 
Davies was stopped by police later 
that day in Wrexham as a passen¬ 
ger in a car.Mr Edwards said Davies 
was interviewed by police and made 
full admissions to carrying out both 
burglaries. He was recalled to prison 
to serve the rest of his robbery term 
and will not be released until January 
2018, the court was told. 

Paul Smith, for Davies, admitted 
his client had a “fearsome record” for 
someone so young. 

Recorder Mr Denis Desmond sen¬ 
tenced Davies to three years and four 
months in jail for the two burglaries. 

But legal rules state the sentences 
must run concurrently to his exist¬ 
ing term - meaning he will spend no 
extra time in jail for them, the court 
was told.

Guidance given 
on management 

NEW guidance which will help com¬ 
munity groups in Powys which wish 
to take on the management of leisure 
centres and libraries under threat of 
closure has been launched. 

Ken Skates, the Welsh Assembly’s 
deputy minister for culture, sport and 
tourism, said the guidance is aimed 
at supporting community groups who 
are interested in taking over a local 
facility, with step by step guidance 
on a range of issues from developing 
a community group, producing busi¬ 
ness plans and accessing expert advice 
and funding. 

According to a recent survey 81 per 
cent of facilities are still managed by 
local authorities but in the next three 
years this is likely to reduce to a little 
over 50 per cent. 

Farm boss gives

Lessons highlight fears 
over children 'sexting'

NEW lessons warning children 
of the dangers of “sexting” have 
been introduced to secondary 
schools in Mid Wales. 

Dyfed-Powys Police’s school com¬ 
munity officers will be delivering les¬ 
sons on the dangers of sexting, which 
involves sending intimate pictures via 
mobile phone or the internet. 

Bethan James, Dyfed Powys Police 
school liaison co-ordinator, said: “Sexting 
is happening in Dyfed-Powys, just as it is 
anywhere else in the UK. 

“Incidents of sexting reported to Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police are recorded as a crime 
and investigated, so young people do run 
the risk of getting a criminal record, which 
could seriously impact on their future lives 
in terms of career, travel and more. 

“The purpose of running specific sessions 
on what young people share online is all 
about keeping them safe, protecting them 
from potential exploitation and giving them 
the knowledge and confidence to say ‘no’ 
to taking, sending or sharing any indecent 
messages, photos or videos online.” 

The lessons form part of a programme of 
activity for the Cyber Crime Week of Ac¬ 
tion, which Dyfed Powys Police is partici¬ 
pating in. Police in the West Mercia force 
area, which covers Oswestry, are also urg¬ 
ing children to be aware of the dangers. 

It is against the law for anyone under- 
18 to take indecent images of themselves 
or others and it is against the law to share 
images of under-18s regardless of age.

Young farmers 
clubs are given 


support boost 


GOVERNMENT funding for Welsh Young Farmers’ Clubs 
has been saved after a campaign by Assembly Members 
and other politicians. 

Rebecca Evans, the Welsh Assembly’s deputy minister 
for farming and food, announced new support that will en¬ 
able Wales YFC to continue its activities. 

But it comes just as confirmation arrived that funding 
will not come from Natural Resources Wales and the Na¬ 
tional Voluntary Youth Organisations Fund. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM, said he felt YFC 
groups deserved more. 

He said: “The loss of these grants was effectively a hugely 
damaging Welsh Government cut to the vastly important 
Wales YFC. Everyone involved deserved better. 

“I called for a comprehensive rethink and I am pleased 
that the minister will at least work with the organisation 
on a sustainable way forward. 

“It is absolutely crucial that the beneficial education pro¬ 
grammes run by Wales YFC do not face the axe. 

“At a time when we should be engaging with young peo¬ 
ple in rural communities and supporting them into farm¬ 
ing, Labour should be doing all it can to help and support 
the YFC.” 

William Powell, Welsh Liberal Democrat shadow rural 
affairs minister, said: “YFC Wales itself acknowledges the 
need to review its structures to create a more sustainable 
organisation, but removing the funding altogether was 
never the right option. 

“I’m delighted that Kirsty Williams, leader of the Welsh 
Lib Dems, and I have been able to work to secure this vital 
transitional funding in the short term, while enabling plan¬ 
ning for the longer term success of Young Farmers’ Clubs.” 


Power line work 
will close route 


THE A483 will be subject 
to an overnight closure as 
part of a £22 million project 
to reinforce the electricity 
network on the Shropshire 
border. 

As part of the project, 
Scottish Power has agreed a 
programme of work to con¬ 
struct the new power line 
across the road in the Rua- 
bon and Johnstown areas, 
between Oswestry and Wr¬ 
exham. 

The work will take place 
overnight on March 14 and 
28. On these evenings from 
11pm to 2am the A483 will 
be closed on the northbound 
carriageway between junc¬ 
tions one and three and on 
the southbound carriageway 
closed between junctions 
two and three. Signposted 
diversions will be in place 
via the B5605 and B5426 for 
Ruabon and Johnstown. 


Due to a height restriction 
on the diversionary route, 
high sided vehicles - those 
taller than 14ft 9in - will be 
escorted through the works 
area. Mark Sobczak, head 
of 132kV programmes at 
SP Energy Networks said: 
“We are committed to in¬ 
vesting in our electricity 
network, and this project 
will reinforce the security of 
electricity supplies for over 
130,000 homes and busi¬ 
nesses across Mid Wales and 
north Shropshire. 

“In order to carry out our 
work safely across the A483, 
and to minimise inconven¬ 
ience, we have been liaising 
closely with the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment to plan this part of 
the project. We have agreed 
to work through the night, 
and will ensure that the 
road is reopened early for 
traffic in the morning.” 


NIP demands action on aid 
over global trade of ivory 


BRITISH aid should be withdrawn 
from countries that do not co-op¬ 
erate in stamping out the ivory 
trade, MP Owen Paterson has 
said. 

The North Shropshire MP was 
speaking after a visit to South Africa, 
where he saw for himself the horrific 
aftermath of poaching - dead rhinos 
with their horns cut off. 

Mr Paterson visited the Kruger National 
Park, which is home to nearly half the 
world’s 25,000 remaining rhinoceroses. 

But they are threatened by huge demand

in China, Vietnam and South East Asia for 
rhino horn’s ‘medicinal qualities’, which 
are said to cure fever or a hangover. 

Demand is so great that rhino horn is 
now worth more than $65,000 (£42,000) a 
kilo, and a poacher will receive up to $5,000 
for killing a rhino - more than a year’s in¬ 
come in just one night. 

But Mr Paterson said rhino horn has the 
same properties as a human toe nail. “I saw 
three rhino carcasses on the Friday and six 
more were killed over the weekend when I 
was there,” said Mr Paterson, who was in 
South Africa to deliver a speech on Global 


Food Security. “I was shown videos by park 
rangers that documented many of these 
rhinos lingering on alive despite horrific 
injuries. These videos make one ashamed 
to be a human being. ”Mr Paterson called 
for increased law enforcement and better 
education to stamp out demand in China, 
Vietnam and South East Asia. He called for 
UK aid to states such as Vietnam, which 
have the demand for ivory, and states such 
as Mozambique, which supply it, to be con¬ 
ditional on control of wildlife crime. 

He added: “This is such a dramatic and 
accelerating crisis that western countries 
must use every lever to apply pressure on 
the demand states and the supply states.” 


Foodbank hours 11 
to be extended 


A TOWN foodbank is looking forward to 
being able to open for longer after an influx 
of volunteers. 

Currently Oswestry’s foodbank opens 
its base in Beatrice Street on Mondays and 
Thursdays from 11am to 1.30pm, but is 
now opening until 3pm. 

Phil Simpson, who leads the team of vol¬ 
unteers running the foodbank, said: “We 
have had over a dozen prospective new vol¬ 
unteers that are undergoing training and 
starting to work in the foodbank. This has 
prompted us to re-think our opening times 
in Oswestry, so we shall we extending our 
opening times with two shifts of volun¬ 
teers.” 

The foodbank runs outreach points at 
the Methodist Church in Ellesmere, St 
John’s Church in Weston Rhyn, and at St 
Martin’s Church, St Martins. Donations of 
food can be placed in the collection trolley 
in Sainsbury’s foyer in Oswestry.

THERE was nothing Powys 
County Council could have done 
to keep the Tour of Britain cycle 
race in the county this year, the 
authority has claimed. 

The Tour - which features some 
of the biggest names in the sport in¬ 
cluding Sir Bradley Wiggins and Mark 
Cavendish - has visited the county for 
the past five years. 

But is was revealed in January that the 
tour would not be coming this year. 

Councillor Avril York, portfolio holder 
for regeneration and planning, said: “In 
2013 all local authorities in Wales were in¬ 
vited to express interest in involvement in 
The Tour of Britain Cycle Race. 

“A letter was sent by Powys County 
Council expressing such an interest, follow¬ 
ing on from hosting successful stage starts 
from 2010 onwards. 

“At the end of 2013 a five year strategic 
plan was put together by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment’s Major Events Unit, in conjunction 
with Sweetspot, Tour of Britain organisers, 
outlining which areas in Wales would be in¬ 
volved in The Tour between 2014 and 2018. 

“This plan included a stage start for 
Powys in 2014. From the outset it was al¬ 
ways in the plan that there would only be 
one stage in Wales in 2015 and this would 
be in North Wales, with The Tour having 
a more northern focus in general, and was 
not anything that Powys County Council 
could influence.” 

The authority said 70,000 people came to 
the county in September to see the stage, 
which started in Newtown town centre and 
ended in Abergavenny.

Plea made for removal 
of lights on A483 route

TEMPORARY traffic lights caus¬ 
ing delays on a main road through 
Mid Wales need to be removed 
as soon as possible, says an AM. 

The traffic lights have been in place on 
the A483 between Welshpool and Newtown 
for more than six weeks since a lorry over¬ 
turned into the Montgomery Canal along¬ 
side the road. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell George 
has written to Edwina Hart, Welsh Assem¬ 
bly transport minister, who could give him 
no timeframe on the work. 

Mr George said: “I appreciate that there 
are a number of factors which are impact¬ 
ing upon the repair including the restora¬ 
tion of the verge and the fact that the site 
is of special scientific interest. 

“However, I’m not happy that it has 
taken over six weeks since the crash to 
repair the barriers and remove the tem¬ 
porary traffic lights on the A483 between 
Newtown and Welshpool.” 

Mrs Hart said: “The contractor under¬ 
taking works to deal with the contaminated 
soil and pollution in the canal on behalf of 
the insurer has been waiting for approval 
from the Canal and River Trust to enter the 
river. The trust had previously raised con¬ 
cerns but these have now been dealt with. 

“There are several factors that are also 
impacting on the repair. These include 
structural restoration of the verge, provi¬ 
sion of the a compliant vehicle restraint 
system and proximity of the canal. The site 
is also within a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest and contains European Protected 
Species. I am unable to give an exact date 
for completion, however, my officials along 
with the key stakeholders will endeavour to 

complete the work as quickly as possible.” Special lifting gear had to be used to remove the truck from the Montgomery Canal after the crash 



Roads need 
maintenance 
says report 

FOUR per cent of A roads and 10 per 
cent of B and C roads in Shropshire 
require maintenance, according to a 
report. 

The figures, which form part of 
the Government’s Road Conditions 
in England report, also show 19 per 
cent of Shropshire’s unclassified 
roads require maintenance for the pe¬ 
riod 2013/14. Claire Wild, Shropshire 
Council cabinet member for highways 
and transport, said: “We’re continu¬ 
ing to invest in the local highway net¬ 
work to make the most of the funding 
available and to preserve the condi¬ 
tion of the network in the future. 

“For example, Shropshire Council 
is finalising the delivery of its severe 
weather programme, where £4.1 mil¬ 
lion was obtained from the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport, and £600,000 was 
also provided from highways to sup¬ 
port this programme. 

“This programme has allowed over 
100 resurfacing schemes to be deliv¬ 
ered across the county and prevent 
pot holes occurring. 

“Our own maintenance programme 
is also operating in parallel to the 
external funding, with a consecutive 
programme of approximately £8 mil¬ 
lionJormuintenance^_

FOR bubbly ski instructor 
and former county table tennis 
star Wendy Payton, the Miruji 
chair has been a passport back 
to normal life after living for 
almost half a decade with de¬ 
bilitating M.E.

Double agent trained

Between his mission, Storm would visit 
ProAdventure in Llangollen to take part 
in activities including watersports and 
bushcraft. Peter Carol, founder of ProAd¬ 
venture, said the revelation that one of his 
students was a double agent was a surprise 
to all the staff. 

He said: “In 2010, Morten Storm came 
to us to learn to canoe on our annual River 
Ardeche Canoe trip. Unknown to us at the 
time Morton was working on behalf of the 
CIA and PET, the Danish secret service. 

“Morten, who converted to Islam, had 
become involved with Islamic Extremists, 
he later decided that what they were doing 
was wrong, and went on to help the CIA 
target key figures in Al Qaeda. 

“He went on to do several courses with 
us, in between courses heading off to work 
undercover for the CIA. Morton learnt to 
canoe and kayak with us and also did some 
rescue training and bushcraft at ProAdven¬ 
ture. Until we read his book we had no idea 
that Morton was leading this double life, I 
was amazed to find out that Morton paid 
us and treated us to dinner in France on 
money he had been paid by the CIA” 

Storm lived undercover for five years, 
travelling the world to complete high pro¬ 
file missions.

Fifty years on from the 
reign of King Arthur 


The scene of the tragedy which unfolded in 1947 

LIKE something from Jennings and Dar- 
bishire it was most definitely not. 

When some boys from an approved school on 
the Shropshire-Staffordshire border put their 
heads together and came up with a plot to mur¬ 
der the headmaster, steal his car, and abscond, it 
was not idle banter and bravado. Their plan was 
in deadly earnest. 

And tragically, they both had the will and the means 
to carry things through. 

But it was not to be the headmaster who was mur¬ 
dered. As they made their preparations for their evil 
deed, a teacher stumbled across them. The 15-year-old 
ringleader among the boys immediately opened fire 
from close range with a .303 rifle. 

The first shot missed. The second and third found 
their mark. “Mr Peter”, as William Peter Fieldhouse, 
the 21-year-old assistant gardening instructor, was 
known to the boys, was to die of his injuries within 
half an hour. 

“The reason I shot him three times was that it was 
no good leaving him alive after I had shot him once,” 
the young gunman explained with chilling logic. 

Those events in February 1947 were shocking and 
sensational. At the centre of it all was Standon Farm 
Approved School, a few miles east of Market Drayton, 
which housed young tearaways aged 13-16. 

The isolation of the school, deepened by the atro¬ 
cious winter weather which kept the boys cooped up, 
coupled with rumbling resentment about lack of privi¬ 
leges and the length of detention, led to the build-up of 
a pressure-cooker atmosphere. 

All the boys in the plot were members of the school’s 
Army Cadet unit, recognised as the 2nd North Staffs 
Battalion, and Sten guns, Bren guns and Lee Enfield 
rifles were kept in the armoury, along with light car¬ 
bines. The ringleader was a platoon sergeant. 

After shooting “Mr Peter”, whose father was the 
school’s horticultural instructor, the boys fled into the 
snow-covered surrounding countryside, armed with 
rifles. They were spotted on Whitmore Common by a 
motorist, and one of the boys fired at him, but missed. 

They were walking along the railway line between 
Madeley and Crewe when police rounded them up - 
nine at first, and then the ringleader. 

In his statement the gunman said he was in the bath¬ 
room with three rifles when Mr Fieldhouse walked in 
and asked him what he was doing. 

The boy replied: “What does it look like?” and opened 
fire. “Mr Peter” was of course not the intended target 
and was popular among the boys. 

In initial interviews the boys seemed unconcerned 
about what they had done. 

“We got fed up with the school,” said one. “We 
planned to shoot the headmaster. There were 10 of us. 
We were going to pinch the headmaster’s car and some 
stores and get away. ” 

The boys had stolen rifles and ammunition from the 
house of the head, Mr Thomas Dawson. Their plan 
had been to knock Mr Fieldhouse out and then kill the 
head, but Mr Fieldhouse had come in “too soon”. 

At the subsequent court case none of the 10 boys, 
aged 15 and 16, was named, possibly because of a court 
order. The name of the gunman is on the internet. 

Four of them were found guilty of murder and the 
judge ordered them to be detained indefinitely. Other 
boys received lesser sentences for conspiracy. 

Mr Dawson was severely criticised by a subsequent 
inquiry for the way he had run the school.

FIFTY years ago the reign of King 
Arthur was in its last days. 

Arthur Rowley was a giant of foot¬ 
ball who broke goalscoring records 
and takes his place in the Shropshire 
sporting hall of fame. 

When he ran out on to the Gay Meadow 
pitch for his last league game for Shrews¬ 
bury Town on April 24, 1965, it marked the 
end of a glorious era. 

Shrewsbury were beaten 2-1 that day by 
Bournemouth. And who scored Shrews¬ 
bury’s goal? Rowley took the ball in his 
stride, went through a line of defenders in 
a style reminiscent of his heyday, and ham¬ 
mered the ball into the corner of the net for 
his 434th Football League goal. 

It was vintage Rowley. 

Goalscoring machine Arthur died in De¬ 
cember 2002. There will be Salop fans who 
can still remember those glory days of the 
1960s, but for an appreciation of him we 
turn to Shrewsbury journalist Gordon Riley 
- who himself died in 2010 - who literally 
wrote the book (booklet, actually) when it 
came to Arthur. 

As the 50th anniversary approaches of 
Rowley’s retirement let’s, with Gordon’s 
help, remember what a special player he 
was, through his recollections written 
shortly after King Arthur’s death. 

“As we look back on the past it is all too 
easy for people to say that time always adds 
lustre to memory. It may be true in some 
instances, but certainly not for me who, 
more than most local soccer scribes, trailed 
Arthur Rowley to his all-time scoring record 
and wrote about it as Don Riley in the Wol¬ 
verhampton Express and Star’s Shropshire 
editions. 

“I heard home fans cheer him and op¬ 
ponents curse him but there was always a 
common bond between them. When Arthur 
drew back that lethal left foot, then was the 
time to rush for the superlatives. 

“So who was this burly man we called 
Gunner Two (his brother Jack was Gunner 
One with Manchester United), ‘the big bold 
baron of British soccer’, ‘the old maestro’ 
and so on?” 


DON’T worry, no RAF pilots were harmed in 
the taking of this picture. 

It was what pilots would wryly describe as a good 
landing - in other words, one you can walk away 
from. 

This aircraft and its lone occupant were surprise visi¬ 
tors at Kinlet back in June 1961. The RAF Pioneer plane 
crashed in a field at Katchley Farm, causing a “great deal 
of excitement in the village.” 

The pilot walked out unharmed and called the fire bri¬ 
gade and police from the farm. A fire engine rushed to the 
scene and sprayed the plane but there was no fire. 

Witness to the crash, Mr J.R. Griffith, of Katchley 
Farm, was working in a farm building. It was about 4.20 
in the afternoon. 

“I heard this terrible noise and then the engine cut 
out,” he told a reporter. 

“I ran outside and saw the plane coming straight for the 


he landed up at the bottom of the field in some trees.” A 
party from RAF Bridgnorth was sent out to guard the 
wreckage. 

Mr Griffith, added: “I saw the pilot climb out and walk 
up the field. I thought he was very lucky. He came up and 
asked me if he could use the telephone and he did all the 
phoning.” 

There was further excitement for the crowds of chil¬ 
dren watching the scene when at 7pm a helicopter landed 
in the field to take the pilot back to base in Salisbury. 

The accident had happened on June 16 during a de¬ 
livery flight from Prestwick to RAF Boscombe Down in 
Wiltshire and the story of the aircraft coming to grief is 
told in a book by Shropshire air crashes historian Tom 
Thorne called “Pancakes & Prangs.” 

The subsequent investigation found that the engine 
failure was caused by 32-year-old test pilot Squadron 
Leader Alastair McNaughton Christie not switching over 
to his starboard fuel tanks when the port tanks ran dry.

He was, Gordon recalled, born almost 
within shooting range of Wolves’ Molineux 
ground. 

“His first playing position was at centre 
half, but someone had the brains to switch 
him into the forward line. According to 
Arthur, he went to Manchester United at 
14 and played his first big time game at 
Anfield. The rest of his career is well docu¬ 
mented in statistics, but he actually turned 
professional with West Bromwich Albion. 
For a man who was to break all scoring re¬ 
cords, it was amazing that it took him 23 
outings with Albion to net four goals! 

“The earliest goal of his career, Arthur 
told me, was in a cup-tie for Albion at Tot¬ 
tenham. He netted inside four minutes 
with a crowd of 75,000 to see it, but Al¬ 
bion lost 3-1. He got 27 with Fulham in 56 
games. A change was obviously as good as 
a rest when he switched to Leicester where 
he was top scorer in all eight seasons there, 
twice breaking the club’s individual scoring 
record and once was leading marksman 
in the Football League. So what a master 
stroke it was when Shrewsbury Town in¬ 
vested in him as their player manager. 

“His 38 goals in his first season at the 
Gay Meadow had a big say in Town’s pro¬ 
motion to the Third Division. And so the 
records came and went - Dean’s 379 and, 
finally, Jimmy McGrory’s 410 in all games. 

“The most important feature about 
Arthur was the way he scored. Some of 
the big-time soccer marksmen were just 
goal-poachers in the right place at the right 
time. To say that about Arthur is one thing, 
but the truth, in my view, is that the shy 
giant off the field was one of the shrewdest 
operators on it. 

“Of course, the goal in 1961 that made 
Arthur the top scorer in the English League 
was another mark of perfection when he de¬ 
fied an airborne sandwich to nod the ball 
home at Bradford City’s Valley Parade. I 
was there and nearly missed it! ”

growing say 
firm bosses 

CONFIDENCE in the state of the 
economy among small and medi¬ 
um-sized businesses in Shropshire is 
increasing, according to a new report. 

Half believe the economy will im¬ 
prove in 2015, up from a third in a 
previous poll two years ago, a survey 
of more than 500 small and medi¬ 
um-sized enterprises (SMEs) by insur¬ 
ance firm Zurich showed. 

Richard Sheehan, chief executive 
of Shropshire Chamber of Commerce, 
said the results reflected the senti¬ 
ment being expressed in the cham¬ 
ber’s own quarterly surveys of county 
businesses. 

“On a number of fronts we have 
seen locally-based evidence to support 
these claims,” he said. 

“Our Quarterly Economic Survey 
gives us a good continues measure of 
sentiment, and we have seen positivity 
for quite some time when it comes to 
companies’ confidence.” 

The most recent quarterly survey 
showed that around 40 per cent of 
businesses expect their UK-based 
sales and orders to grow in the com¬ 
ing months, compared with just 9.1 
per cent anticipating a decline. 

Around 67 per cent said they also 
expect turnover to increase, while 56 
per cent expect to improve profitabil¬ 
ity. 

“It’s also reflected in the number of 
people getting involved with chamber 
events and taking part in networking 
opportunities, where we are seeing 
record numbers,” Mr Sheehan added. 

“The evidence is clearly there to 
suggest that this survey mirrors what 
is happening at the local level.” 

Employment and pension regu¬ 
lations, tax compliance, and health 
and safety were named as the biggest 
problems for SME bosses in the Zurich 
survey.

FARMERS have received a fresh hammer 
blow after one of the country’s leading 
dairy firms cut its prices to a new low. 

Hopes had been raised that the pressure on 
farmers was easing after Muller Wiseman an¬ 
nounced last week that it was to hold its milk 
price for April on the back of improvements in 
global commodity prices. 

Now, however, First Milk has announced a new pay¬ 
ments system for suppliers, which will see it pay as 
little as 16p for some of its supply. 

The company is introducing a new pricing structure 
which splits its milk into A and B categories. 

It will pay 20.87ppl for the manufacturing pool and 
20.5ppl for the balancing pool for its A supply, and 
16ppl to 18ppl for the B supply, affecting around 20 per 
cent of its milk. 

Jeremy Lowe, the Telford-based regional dairy 
spokesman for the NFU, said: “Members will be feeling 
frustration with First Milk with this announcement of 
shockingly low prices for both the A and B volumes. 

“Put simply, this is a price cut masquerading as a 
new pricing model. 

“We have seen positive signals recently and this 
needs to feed back on to farms urgently. 

“The B price forecast of 16 to 18p per litre is ex¬ 
tremely cautious - sitting at around the EU powder 
intervention price this is not manageable for farmers 
to deal with.” 

The move comes despite signs internationally that 
prices are beginning to steady and even increase. 

First Milk chairman Sir Jim Paice said: “There re¬ 
main a number of uncertainties. 

“For example, although the recent figures have been 
encouraging, as yet, they have not fed through to milk 
prices and many buyers are awaiting the outcome of 
the forthcoming spring flush. 

“As a board we will continue to monitor market indi¬ 
cators closely and build these into our decision-making 
on milk price.” 

Excitement as 
otters filmed 
at beauty spot 

WILDLIFE experts have been tracking 
them for months, and finally two otters 
have been caught on camera. 

Staff from the Meres and Mosses Landscape Partner¬ 
ship Scheme have been tracking evidence of otters in 
north Shropshire and were thrilled to spot a couple of 
the nocturnal mammals with motion sensor cameras 
in Ellesmere. 

Stuart Edmunds, of Shropshire Wildlife Trust and 
Shropshire Mammal Group, said the news was an ex¬ 
citing find for the county. 

He said: “Otter numbers are now returning to a sus¬ 
tainable level and this is an excellent sign that water 
courses are now returning to healthy states after suf¬ 
fering from years of over-pollution. Otters play a vital 
role in maintaining the balance of life in freshwater 
ecosystems. 

“Increasing numbers of otters are being spotted in 
Shropshire in recent months and causing some ex¬ 
citement for members of the public - finding otters on 
camera trap is equally exciting.” 

The video shows two otters ducking in and out of 
their home during the night. 

Despite what most people think, wildlife experts 
believe otter numbers have been increasing naturally 
after successful re-colonisation from Wales and breed¬ 
ing. There have not been any cases of introductions 
of captive-bred otters in Shropshire and surrounding 
counties, and the last case of reintroduction in the 
country was in East Anglia and Yorkshire in 1999. 

Luke Neal, community officer for Meres and Mosses 
Landscape Partnership, said: “We are seeing signs of 
otters now wherever we go - in Shrewsbury, Bridgnorth 
and north Shropshire. It is very exciting to see the 
numbers rise after they were persecuted years ago.”

Thousands flock to

ALPACAS enjoyed their moment 
in the spotlight as thousands of 
people flocked from across the 
country to see them in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Enthusiasts and families were 
among those who descended on Tel¬ 
ford International Centre over the 
weekend for the British Alpaca Socie¬ 
ty’s national show. 

It was the second year the event had been 
held in Telford, and organisers said they 
were delighted to have attracted more than 
1,000 people on each day of the show. 

Resembling a small llama, alpacas - 
which originate from South America and 
are known for have a calm temperament - 
are growing in popularity in the UK. 

Hundreds of fluffy four-legged visitors 
from across the country descended on the 
town as the British Alpaca Society held its 
annual show. 

The show celebrates everything to do 
with alpacas. 

Since its move to the Telford venue the 
show has attracted more and more visitors, 
reflecting the UK’s growing interest in the 
animal. 

Organisers were quick to praise Telford 
for its support and for helping them stage 
such a successful show. 

Show co-ordinator Philippa Collette, said: 
“We thought last year’s show was hard to 
beat, but it looks like we have managed to 
do that this year.

The alpacas are a quiet animal and were 
barely audible above the hum of electric 
fans, used to keep the animals cool. 

The event raised money for Severn Hos¬ 
pice, with all visitor entry charges being 
donated to the charity. 

Harry Edwards, from Knockin Heath 
near Oswestry, is on the show’s organising 
committee and has been an alpaca keeper 
for eight years. He said: “We are delighted 
that this year has been even more suc¬ 
cessful than last year and we have already 
booked here for next year. 

“We have also raised a lot of money for 
Severn Hospice, including £1,130 at Satur¬ 
day night’s BAS gala dinner.” 

Alpaca fibre can be knitted and woven 
into blankets, hats, gloves and scarves. 
Members of Wellington Busy Bees, a “knit 
and natter” group were knitting and weav¬ 
ing at the show using alpaca fibre and yarn. 

Joy Clayton, a group member from Wel¬ 
lington, said: “Alpaca fibre is wonderfully 
soft and the yarn we make from those fibres 
has fantastic thermal properties.” 

The most striking thing about them is 
their docile nature. 

Chris Deakin, who runs Charnwood For¬ 
est Alpacas in Loughborough, said the ani¬ 
mals are a success with children who have 
special needs. He said: “We did some work 
with autistic children and that was featured 
on BBC’s Countryhle.” 

The BAS national show was first held in 
2002 and moved to Telford International 
Centre in 2014. 

Phillipa Collette, the show co-ordinator, 
said the team at the TIC have been very 
supportive of the show, as have the people 
of Telford and Shropshire in general. 

She said: “One of the best things about 
using the TIC is the potential is that it gives 
us for the future.”

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Kestrel offers a bit of a 
bonus to nature lovers 


IT may sound like an odd thing 
to say, but occasionally there are 
species of beautifully engaging 
and delightfully interesting ani¬ 
mals which simultaneously are of 
least concern to us. 

How can this be? Such species are 
those that are classified by the Inter¬ 
national Union for the Conservation of 
Nature as being of ‘least concern’. It’s 
a good thing - they’re doing well. 

Sadly in this day and age there are not a 
huge number on the ‘least concern’ list and 
far too many on the ‘vulnerable’, ‘threat¬ 
ened’, ‘endangered’ and ‘extinct’ lists. But 
let’s revel in the relative regularity of such 
a creature - the kestrel. 

The kestrel is a bit of a bonus for nature 
lovers because it tends to advertise its pres¬ 
ence rather well, either hovering above the 
verge (indeed its country name used to be 
‘windhover’), sitting atop a telegraph pole 
or mewing frantically in the breeding sea¬ 
son. Whilst hovering they have the extraor¬ 
dinary ability to keep their head totally still, 
even in strong winds. This allows them to 
pinpoint and catch small mammals by sight 
alone. 

Good hovering sites and lofty perching 
poles may be important to kestrels but by 
far the most important noun in their vocab¬ 
ulary is ‘vole’. Voles are this bird’s staple 
and they have a remarkable way of tracking 
them. 

Along with many birds of prey, kestrels 
can see in ultra violet. Voles live in the 
long grasses and indistinct fields of vegeta¬ 
tion amongst our countryside. To navigate

around their territories, stake out their 
runs and routes to food sources and to help 
them remember their escape paths, they 
mark out their tracks with urine. Urine re¬ 
flects ultra violet light. This means that a 
kestrel can see their map laid out perfectly 
from above and pounce at precisely the 
right time. 

Country kestrels feed almost exclusively 
on voles but those living in towns will take 
sparrows instead and it is the numbers of 
such species that directly affect kestrel 
numbers; in good vole years more young 
kestrels are fledged. 

Indeed it should be reasonably easy to 
spot your local kestrel at this time of the 
year.He (grey head) or she (light brown 
all over) will be seated atop the aforemen¬ 
tioned post. Also, kestrels are Britain’s 
most widely distributed bird of prey and 
until recently they were also our most nu¬ 
merous bird of prey, but the buzzard has 
taken over the number one slot for now. 

Whether it’s hovering above your car, 
nesting near your house or more impor¬ 
tantly, simply because there are a reasona¬ 
ble number of them, Kestrels should be one 
bird of prey we can all spot this month.

Burglar jailed 
forpartinraids 
at businesses 

A BURGLAR who sold £50,000 of stolen car seats equip¬ 
ment to a scrap yard for just £776 has been jailed for more 
than three years. 

Jack Moreton, who was also involved in a separate 
break-in near Oswestry, handled goods stolen from Telford 
factory Cobra Seats in October 2012 before selling them 
on for well below their market value, Shrewsbury Crown 
Court was told. 

In total, more than £73,000 of mechanisms were stolen 
from the Halesfield-based factory - losses which threatened 
the company’s existence and put several jobs at risk. 

Moreton, who admitted a charge of handling stolen 
goods, was also sentenced for two burglaries he carried out 
in 2013 and two thefts last year when he appeared at court. 

Richard Davenport, prosecuting, said the Cobra Seats 
theft happened over the weekend of October 13 and 14 
2012. 

Moreton, a 23-year-old from Hills Lane Drive in Madeley, 
Telford was also sentenced for two burglaries he admitted 
being part of in north Shropshire. 

He was involved in a break-in at Safe UK Ltd in Elles¬ 
mere on September 9 2013 where computer equipment 
worth £4,514 and £75 cash was stolen. About £1,000 of 
damage was also caused. 

Mr Davenport said: “Moreton admitted he was part of 
the burglary but didn’t pick anything up.” 

Moreton was also part of a burglary at Oswestry Golf 
Club on the same day. 

Mr Davenport added: “At that burglary a glass panel was 
smashed but nothing was taken. The golf club incurred a 
£1,100 loss.” 

Moreton was also sentenced for was two counts of theft 
on April 13 last year from Bendigo Mitchell in Kenilworth. 

He was discovered at the scene of the theft where the 
terminals were cut off the batteries of five fork lift trucks. 
The batteries were worth £2,000 each. 

He also pleaded guilty to moving wheels at a business 
opposite ready to be taken away. 

Jonathan Lewis, for Moreton, said: “In handling the sto¬ 
len goods he didn’t appreciate the value of metal he sold. 
They were high value metal items but sold at a relatively 
low value. They were not drug or alcohol fuelled offences 
but for financial gain.” 

Moreton was sentenced to 37 months in prison for han¬ 
dling stolen goods, two burglaries and two thefts.

Care home 
boss faces 
beingstruck 
off register 

A CARE home boss who failed to get 
prompt treatment for a wound which 
left a resident’s big toe gangrenous 
faces being struck off the nursing reg¬ 
ister. 

Jeanette Michelle Roberts had 
been told the dementia patient had an 
ulcer on her foot but did not dress it 
or complete a treatment plan. No ac¬ 
tion was taken until days later and it 
was not until another week after that 
that the woman went to hospital. 

It was discovered that her toe had 
become gangrenous. She died soon af¬ 
terwards of unrelated causes after a 
second visit to hospital. 

Mrs Roberts, who ran the Gadlas 
Hall home, in Dudleston Heath, near 
Oswestry, was cautioned by police for 
neglect.Now she faces the ruination of 
her career after a Nursing and Mid¬ 
wifery Council committee said she 
should be struck from the register. 

After a hearing in London at the 
end of last month, the conduct and 
competence committee said her fit¬ 
ness to practise was “impaired”. 

Her conduct was a “breach of a 
number of fundamental tenets of the 
nursing profession”, the committee 
said. Mrs Roberts said the reason for 
her initial failure to dress the wound 
was that she “simply forgot”. But the 
committee said the resident only re¬ 
ceived subsequent care because of the 
intervention of others. It said: “Mrs 
Roberts entirely disregarded the care 
of an elderly resident, which led to 
her admission of the criminal offence 
of wilful neglect and the acceptance of 
a police caution.” 

“The panel has therefore deter¬ 
mined that a striking-off order is 
the only sufficient and proportionate 
sanction,” it added. Mrs Roberts has 
the right to appeal.

Riding on the same platform as the Kia Cee’d there’s no 
doubting that this new arrival stands out in any company 
with the distinctive chunky SUV-inspired looks of the bold 
original - but with more space. 

The SUV look comes thanks to sharp angles and bulging 
wheel arches while the top spec Mixx 1.6 CRDi on test came 
with gloss black wheel extensions, 18 inch alloys and roof 
rails. 

This Kia looks good and has performance to match. With 
126bhp you can expect a top speed of 112mph, 0-60mph 
in 10.8 seconds, 56mpg on the combined cycle and C02 
levels of 132g/km. 

Inside the cabin you’ll find black woven upholstery, elec¬ 
tric windows, tilt and telescoping steering wheel and a funky 
black high gloss centre fascia containing an eight inch touch 
screen with all the information you’ll ever need to enjoy the 
driving experience. 

There’s 60/40 split folding rear seats and Kia has worked 
hard to improve storage space with plenty of extra pockets 
and cup holders. 

Compared to the first Soul, the latest version has a 20mm 
longer wheelbase and is 15mm wider and is 10mm lower 
to the ground. Boot space has increased by 14 litres to 354 
litres, plus you get extra storage under the boot floor. 

Safety has also been high on the agenda with ABS, elec¬ 
tronic stability control, hill start, tyre pressure monitoring, 
emergency stop signalling with Normal, comfort and Sport 
modes available at the flick of a switch. 

There’s front, side and curtain airbags and impact-sens¬ 
ing automatic door unlocking as well as an engine immo¬ 
biliser. 

Improvements to the suspension system mean you get a 
better ride and feel more confident in corners. The Soul is 
surprisingly comfortable on motorways too. 

Prices start at £12,600 but the test car would cost you 
a cool £19,750, which is lot of money for a car of this size.

Shock, horror! Ford has put a diesel engine in 
the Focus ST for the first time. Is it the end of 
performance Fords as we know them, or just 
another chapter in an enduring Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can love story? 

The engine in question is a tuned-up version of the 
same 2.0-litre one you’ll find elsewhere in the Focus 
range, so it’s far from being any sort of race-bred or 
sports-inspired motor. Instead, it gives Ford’s hatch¬ 
back standard bearer low running costs for the first 
time ever. 

Here’s an eyebrow-raiser for the purists: there are no 
visual differences between this and the full-fat 247bhp pet¬ 
rol-engined hooligan-mobile. 

None. 

You also get the same choice of colours, including the 
new Stealth Grey ably modelled by the ‘Wagon’ estate you 
see in the pictures. 

The petrol Focus ST has earned a reputation as a bit of 
a lout and we love it for that. It’s not the most powerful hot 
hatch but every one of its horses runs riot at the first chance. 
The diesel simply can’t walk the same walk, but its styling 
talks the talk and will command respect. 

If you’re desperately scratching for ways to make a case 
to your better half in favour of buying an ST, you could tech¬ 
nically argue that the lowered suspension makes it easier 
to get bags in and out of the boot. Those springs do create 
something of a busy ride, though. 

Rejoice, for the awful dashboard of the previous model 
has been replaced with a much neater setup, divided into 
three sections covering audio, heating and infotainment. 
The latter comes courtesy of an eight-inch touch-screen 
bejewelled with colourful graphics and the capacity for split¬ 
screen usefulness. 


Limits 

The diesel pulls hard out of bends through second and 
third, tugging at the steering wheel even in the dry, but soon, 
from the gloriously figure-hugging front seats, you realise 
you’ve reached its limits. It’s good fun, but it still sounds like 
a diesel and its performance ceiling is much lower than its 
petrol twin’s. The Wagon has a slightly dubious power-steer¬ 
ing calibration, too, with a strong urge to self-centre all the 
time. 

Mind you, when you press on along a twisty road you get 
a glimpse of its impressive balance and outright cross-coun¬ 
try potential. It’s like a gazelle after a heavy lunch; ultimately 
agile and alert, but hampered by a bit of extra weight that it’s 
better off without. 

It makes more sense as a fast cruiser, where its more laid- 
back engine dynamics and stable chassis gobble up miles 
like kids unleashed upon free chocolate. If only that ride 
quality wasn’t so persistently active. 

Buying diesel brings you a road tax bill of a piffling £20 
per year. 

And if you’re as gentle as a breeze in Toytown in your 
dealings with the throttle, apparently you could get 67mpg. 
But don’t count on it. 

On the other hand the diesel is exactly the same price 
as the petrol, making even the top-spec ST-3 a very tempt¬ 
ing £25,995 - a good chunk cheaper than its rivals. You’ll 
be asked for £22,195 for an ST-1 model but don’t pay it. 
Some measure of dealer discount should be offered on all 
versions. 

The petrol ST is for out-and-out thrill-seekers. The sort of 
people who enjoy bungee-jumping over shark-infested wa¬ 
ters while drinking black market tequila with Tabasco sauce 
chasers. The diesel is designed for people who want the 
ST’s looks and a measure of the performance, but with run¬ 
ning costs that are much less likely to cause heart problems. 

If this car was a ... bakery showpiece it would be a three- 
tier, ultra-indulgent iced fruit cake, but with half the fat.

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You’re in the driving 
- seat but is it legal? 


Shropshire minibus drivers 
are being urged to make 
sure they comply with strict 
rules before they get behind 
the wheel. 

Martin Pitchford, of Henshalls 
Insurance Brokers in Newport and 
Shrewsbury, said many schools, 
youth clubs and sports clubs re¬ 
lied on volunteer drivers to help 
with transport arrangements. 

“How many clubs and organisa¬ 
tions would cease to exist if they 
couldn’t rely on the support of volun¬ 
teers to ferry their members to and 
from events such as football matches, 
theatre trips or holidays away? 

“But the DVLA rules are extremely 
strict and drivers must ensure they 
meet the criteria as otherwise any in¬ 
surance cover could prove null and 
void.” 

Martin said anyone with a licence 
held before January 1st 1997 could 
drive a minibus carrying up to 16 pas¬ 
sengers - but only if it was not for “hire 
or reward”. 

“For drivers with a licence gained 
after that date, there are even stricter 
rules to be met. 

“Not only does the driver have to 
be at least 21, they will need to have 
held their licence for a minimum of 
two years. 


“The minibus must also weigh less 
than 3.5 tonnes and the driver is not 
allowed to tow a trailer. 

“The vehicle must be used for so¬ 
cial purposes by a non-commercial 
organisation and the driver must be a 
volunteer.” 

Martin said the rules may seem 
straight-forward, but some of the 
phrases were open to confusion so 
drivers and organisations should 
make sure they were clear on the de¬ 
tails. 

Licence 

“The most important thing is to 
make sure there is no way your ac¬ 
tions can been seen as driving for 
‘hire and reward’ - because if this is 
the case, you’ll need a full public ser¬ 
vice vehicle operator’s licence or a 
private hire vehicle licence. 

“And drivers may also need a pas¬ 
senger-carrying vehicle clause on 
their driving licence. 

“Don’t just assume that ‘hire and 
reward’ only applies if you’re being 
paid for your driving either, perhaps in 
fares - a one-off charge for a day trip 
could still be considered payment, so 
beware the grey areas.” 

Martin said one possible solution 
was for organisations that provide 
transport on a not-for-profit basis to 
secure a Section 19 permit which 


would make them exempt from the 
rules around ‘hire and reward’, but not 
all schools would be eligible. 

“So it’s time for the DVLA to give 
some clearer guidance on its rules 
as volunteers should not be deterred 
from supporting local clubs and or¬ 
ganisations because without them, 
many groups would face an uncertain 
future.”
